Charles E. Mitchell Moved To 
Tears As He Gains Free­ 
dom In New York. 


New York, June 23 (AP).—Two 
softly spoken words—"not guilty”— 
brought Charles E. Mitchell to his 
feet Thursday in the dingy federal 
court room where for nearly six 
weeks he stood trial on charges of 
evading more than $850,000 in in­ 
come taxes. 
His face fiery red and his eyes 
moist with tears, the former head 
of the world's second largest bank 
heard twelve tired jurors acquit 
him on both counts of his indict­ 
ment, slightly more than twenty- 
four hours after they had received 
the case.
